BIG GUNS 


LONDON, Sunday.—Reuter’s Special 
Correspondent with the Eight Army 
writing from El Alamein to-day says :— 

Another German counter-attack 
igainst the Australian positions in the 
vorthern sector to-day has been 
broken up by British, South African 
and Australian artillery fire. After 
vesterday’s counter drive the enemy 
‘oced the Australians to fall back a few 
hundred yards and give up a hill they 
had taken in the morning. The enemy

late last night the Australians again

‘tack and recaptured the ground they 
iad lost earlier, including the hill. At 


bout midnight last night the 
Australians went out im raiding

IRISH CANNED MEAT 


PRICE NEGOTIATIONS IN 
LONDON 


_ The export of canned meat from Eire 
is suspended for the present, pending 
the completion of price arrangements 
between the Irish Government and the 
Ministry of Food. It is not expected 
that exports will be held up for a long 
time, I learn in official circles, says our 
London correspondent. 

Irish egg exporters are at present 
conferring with the British Ministry of 
Food, in an effort to secure increased 
prices for the winter season, which 
begins on August lst. It is being con- 
tended that if production is to he in- 
creased Lord Woolton should agree to 
an-increase in the price. The feeding 
difficulty, it is pointed out, has grown 
more acute, Last winter's price was 
six shillings a long-hundred, higher 
than the summer prices of 29s. 6d. and 
25s. 6d., respectively. 

The Eire representatives are: Mr. 
Maurice Foley, Assistant Secretary of 
the Department of Agriculture; Mr. 
Darcy, representing the High Commis- 
sioner, and Mr. Ado Carton. 

Meanwhile, a delegation representing 
the Irish Poultry and Rabbit Exporters’ 
organisation, have concluded in London 
a formal agreement with the Poultry 
and Rabbit Association there, covering 
the arrangement in force since last 
November, under which all Eire poultry 
and rabbit distribution in’ London is 
carried on by the Association. 


PRISON ESCAPE PLOT 
AUSTRALIAN DISCOVERY 


MELBOURNE, Sunday — The dis- 
covery of a tunnel 240ft. long, timbered 
at the sides and electrically lighted, at 
a prisoners of war camp in Victoria 
has Jed to the exposure of what is 
believed to have been a plot to escape 
on a large scale. The theory of the 
military authorities is that the escape 
would have been effected when the 
prisoners considered that the time was 
opportune for subversive activitv. The 
trnnel was 14ft. deep at the mouth and 
not more than 6ft. deep throughout its 
length. It is estimated that it teok 
two or three months to build. The 
police found lengths of tent rope, 
twine, wire, mallets, hammers, a saw, 
screw-drivers, chisels, batons, rubber 
hose, electric light switches, a large 
quantity of blankets and civilian clothes. 
It is assumed that the weapons would 
have been used to attack and bind the 
guards when the escape was made. The 
presence of so much clothing is ex- 
plained as having been brought. to the 
camp by seamen or purchased by 
prisoners at the canteen. —(A.P.)

R.A.F. A 
THE RUHR 
AXIS CONVOY BOMBED 


OR the third successive day, 
Lancasters, the newest and 
heaviest: R.A.F. bombers, attacked 
objectives in the Ruhr in daylight 
on Saturday. Some opposition was 
encountered from German fighters, 
but all the bombers returned safely. 
The Air Ministry communiqué on 
Saturday’s raid stated: “ Karly this 
afternoon Lancaster bombers, without 
loss, attacked objectives in the Ruhr. 
Later Hurricane bombers and Spittires 
attacked an enemy convoy off the Cher- 
burg peninsula. One supply ship was 
left listing and on fire, and another 
supply ship and two escorting flak 
ships were damaged. From this opera- 
tion one of our aircraft is missing.”’ 

An earlier communiqué on Saturday 
stated: ‘‘ Aircraft of Bomber Com- 
mand have continued to lay mines in 
enemy waters during recent nights. 
Two aircraft are missing from these 
operations.”’ 

German’ Radio claimed yesterday : 
“Two of the British bombers which 
carried out a nuisance raid over Ger- 
man territory on Saturday afternoon 
were shot down by fighters. There 
was no damage of military importance, 
but there were casualties among the 
civilian population.” 


NEW TYPE OF SHIP 


Hurricanes scored a hit on the 
bridge of a German armed vessel yes- 
terday afternoon when escorting Spit- 
fires led them into attack on two Axis 
shifs near Les Triadoz, an island off 
the Breton coast, states the Air 
Ministry News Service. The Spitfires, 
flying in formation on either side. of 
the Hurricanes, also saw many hits 
with cannon and machine-gun bullets. 

While this attack was carired out 
another section of Spitfires and Hurri- 
canes attacked a second. slifip, a new 
tvpe of minesweeper. ‘‘ We were met 
with fierce light flak, some of it a 
new type.” said a pilot. ‘* This came 
up’ vertically, It was white, and 
looked like rockets.” 

For some time British ships have 
been using a rocket projector as anti- 
aircraft protection. writes a Press 
Association Air Correspondent. It 
shoots out a series of parachutes carry- 
ing wires, which form a trap for dive- 
be abers, and has been effectively 
e: .ployed in numerous attacks on con- 
voys.- Called by skippers, “‘ the little 
box of tricks,’’ it has been described 
as one of the most successful devices 
of the sea war, serving not dnly to 
‘scare off pilots—who have, no 
doubt, heard of its effects—but even 
to cause the destruction of planes when 
it has been “' fired ” with such accurate 
timing that the aircraft could not 
avoid becoming entangled. 


DORNIER SHOT DOWN 

A Dormer 217 was destroved off the 
East Coast of Britain on Saturday by 
a Canadian Spitfire pilot. At 2,000 
feet the pilot gave the raider a short 
burst, The Dornier tried to escape 
into the clouds, but its port engine 
burst into flames, and pieces dropped 
off the engine, Three bombs were 
jettisoned, but the ‘plane went into a 
dive and crashed into the sea. One 
member of the crew baled out. <A 
search was made for him in vain. 

An Air Ministry and Ministry of 
Home Security communiqué stated :— 
“Early this (Saturday) morning a 
single enemy aircraft dropped a bomb 
at a place on the south coast of 
England. There was a small number of 
casualties, some. of which were fatal, 
and some damage. Our fighters 
destroyed two enemy aircraft to-day— 
a fighter off the French coast this 
morning and a bomber off the east coast 
of England this afternoon ”’ 


RAIDS ON FRANCE 
Boston bombers attacked objectives 
in the Lille-Betheune area of occupied 
France yesterday afternoon, while 
many squadrons of fighters swept the 
French coast, says Press Association.

80 FATEFUL DAYS AHEAD 


Mr. Oliver Lyttleton, British Minister 
of Production, warned yesterday that 
at no time since the battle of Britain 
had the country stood in greater peril. 
It would be folly to deny that the 
eighty days in front of them are some 
of the gravest they have ever faced, 
he declared, at the inauguration of 
Anglo-Soviet Week at Aldershot. ‘‘ We 
may be witnessing at this moment the 
maximum effort of the German war 
machine in its onslaught on Russia. 
The battle hangs in the balance, but I 
am convinced that Hitler’s adventure 
will bring him nothing but disaster.’’- 
Mr. Lyttleton said the Germans were 
undoubtedly trying to seize the oil or 
some of the oil of the Caucasian fields, 
and they would be strengthened for a 
long war by this precious oil. Russia 
would be proportionately weakened. 
Emphasising that Britain had not 
allowed considerations of her own 
safety to stand in the way of main- 
taining supplies of arms to the 
Russians, the Minister disclosed that 
“We have been shipping tanks at the 
rate of fifty a week, and for every 100 
aircraft promised we have shipped 111.”

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CHINESE RETAKE 
FOUR TOWNS 
BIG JAPANESE LOSSES 


HE Chinese High Command 
announced yesterday the re- 
capture of Juian, 15 miles south of 
Wenchow, as well as Wenchow itself, 
and the es of the towns of 
Hengfeng and lIyang, in Kiangsi 
Province, on the Chekiang-Kiangsi 
railway, Associated Press states in a 
message from —— 

The communiqué stated, says Reuter, 
that vigorous Chinese counter-attacks 
resulted in the recapture of Wenchow 
and Juian at 3 p.m. and 11 a.m., re- 
spectively, on July 17. 

Japanese losses at both places were 
very heavy. 

‘* Delivering a surprise attack against 
the enemy ‘garrison at Hengfeng, in 
Eastern Kiangsi, at daybreak on July 
18, the Chinese reached the immediate 
environs of the city on the same after- 
noon. After sustaining considerable 
losses, the enemy set fire to: the city 
at dusk, and broke through the 
Chinese cordon, fleeing towards 
Shangyao. The Chinese then took com- 
plete possession of the city.” 


DAYBREAK ATTACK 


Another Chinese unit at daybreak the 
same day attacked Iyang, west of Heng- 
feng. By the afternoon the Chinese sur- 
rounded some troops, and more than 
half were annihilated, By 3 a.m. on 
July 19 the Japanese in Iyang had fled 
and the city was recaptured. South- 
west of Kwangfeng the Japanese push, 
which began on July 17, was repulsed. 
Fighting continues at Wushan, Yang- 
chia and Keng-Chiashan. In Southern 
Honan the Chinese are also meeting 
with some success. They pushed 
towards Yenshan, on the outskirts of 
Sinvang, on July 12. 

Chinese troops launched a frontal 
attack on Yenshan on July 15 and 
seized a large part of the town the 
following morning. From their newly- 
gained positions the ‘Chinese shelled 
Sinyang. inflicting considerable casual- 
ties inside the city. Bringing up 
reinforcements, and under cover of 
bombers, the Japanese counter-attacked 
in an attempt to recapture Yenshan, 
but failed. 


HEAVY FIGHTING 
Chinese forces repeatedly attacxed 


Sinyang, inflicting heavy Josses on, the 
Japanese. Liuyangho and Wangkang, 
south-west of Sinyang, were attacked 
by the Chinese on July 17. Japanese 
reinforcements from Sinyang arrived 
to support the counter-attack. Spirited 
fighting is going on near Bheachláioe, 
—(Reuter.) 

Repeated Chinese attacks have forced 
the Japanese to withdraw from Hsiaoy, 
about five miles south of Fenchow. 
Fighting in this area has now reached 
a stalemate. The Japanese having 
retreated east of Hsiaoy are awaiting 
reinforcements.—( Reuter.)

BITTER REARGUARD BATTLES 


MOSCOW, Sunday — The centre of 
gravity of the German offensive is now 
in, the North Caucasian region, where 
fighting is going on over a very large 
region. A Red Star despatch from the 
front says:—‘' The Germans are still 
piling in reinforcements, looking for 
weak spots in our deferice and trying 
to break through and attack us from 
the rear. The latter attempts~ are 
being defeated by our obdurate resist- 
ance in the face of great numerical 
superiority. The Germans here possess 
so large a force that only the strongest 


defence, combined with powerful 
counter-blows from our troops, can 
hope to arrest the enemy’s advance. ” 
South of Voronezh the big battles 


which started a few days ago are 
continuing. 
Reuter's Moscow Correspondent 


writes :—‘‘Latest despatches report that 
the battle area south of Millerovo has 
been greatly enlarged in the past 24 
hours. The original German spearhead 
thrust southwards after the fall of 
Millerovo has been broadened into a 
wide front on both sides of the main 
Voronezh-Rostov railway. Towns and 
villages throughout the region are in 
flames. 


MORE TANKS 


** Ope tank division after another is 
being thrown into the battle in the 
hope of breaking through into the rear 
of the retreating Soviet forces, but 
fierce rearguard actions day and night 
by. the Soviet troops are resulting in 
heavy losses for the Germans. Contact 
between the advancing Germans and 
the retreating Red Army is often very 
close. Four German tanks tacked 
themselves on to a Soviet column 
crossing a bridge by night hoping to 
get over unnoticed, but the bridge 
slew up a few seconds after the last 
Soviet vehicle had crossed, and the 
German tanks were hurled into the 
river. However, as in the advance 
from Kursk, the Germans are totally 
disregarding their losses as they press 
onward, 

“Since the capture of Rossosh ten 
days ago, the Germans have covered 
over 100 miles southwards. There is 
no confirmation of any kind here of the 
German claim to be advancing towards 
Rostov from Taganrog, but, even so, 
the peril is great.” 

Red Star to-day does not hesitate to 
write :—‘‘ A threatening situation has 
been created in the region of Millerovo; 
the Germans have acquired an advan- 
tageous base from which they menace 
our entire southern front. If the 
enemy’s strategic plans succeed, the 
danger to our country will be increased 
tenfold.”’ 

“A big part of the harvest of the 
rich central black earth region, of 
which Voronezh is the capital, has had 
to be sacrificed, but all along the Don 
peasants are working with unpre- 
cedented fervour to gather in the corn. 
Giant harvester combines are being 
worked 24 hours a day, and in the 
Stalingrad Province mass harvesting of 
winter grains has also commenced. In 
the Kuban—the rich agricultual area 
south of Rostov—preparations for 
harvesting are proceeding with the 
utmost speed. 


AXIS CLAIMS 
BERLIN, Sunday—To-day’s German 


High Command communiqué states: 
“ On the southern sector of the Eastern 
front the pursuit of the beaten enemy 
continues, in spite of roads Which are 
impassable in places. The Luftwaffe 


attacked the Soviet forces which 
were defeated at Voroshilovgrad 
and “ are retreating and are 


damaging Soviet railway communica- 
tions and trains. —ast of Mariupol, 
Rumanian troops repelled a landing 
attempt of weak enemy forces. 
Hungarian formations threw back over 
the Den an enemy force which had 
remained on the west bank. As a 
result, twenty-five enemy tanks weie 
destroyed or captured.

SOVIET REPORTS 


LONDON, Sunday—Prarda, quoted 
by Moscow Radio to-day, said: ‘‘ Our 
troops hold the Germans in the area 
of Voronezh and south of Voronezh. 
The enemy advance has been brought 
to a standstill, and our troops now 
press the enemy slowly but deter- 
minedly, back to the West. The 
Germans are laying mine-fields, throw- 
ing up barbed wire entanglements and 
cutting the roads.” 

Other claims by Moscow Radio are: 

Red Army infantry stormed a 
strongly-fortified German position on 
the Briansk sector, where about 100 
Germans were killed and some 
machine-gun nests were destroyed. A 
number of German parachutists were 
captured on the north-west front. 

Two German transports were sunk 
and a coastal guard vessel seriously 
damaged. Soviet bombers attacked an 
enemy harbour, where airect hits were 
scored on stores and harbour installa- 
tions. 

Soviet airmen shot down over 730 
German aircraft which attacked an 
Allied convoy in the Barents Sea. The 
Germans attacked with bombers, 
turpedo-carrying ‘planes and U-boat 
packs. $In the battle which ensued 200 
aircraft on each side took part. After 
daylong fighting the Germans failed to 
obtain any success.—(Reuter.) 


OIL CUT OFF 


ZURICH, Sunday—‘t All Caucasian 
oil supplies have now been blocked by 
the Germans,” says the Berlin Corre- 
spondent of the Swiss Die T'at to-day. 
German circles estimate that Russian 
oil stores are insufficient to last for 
more than two or three months of war.

Every precaution was taken 
to prevent the export of goods, and 
while officers searched bags in the 
carriages, two of their number, clad 
in dungarees and carrying flash-lamps, 
made a careful searching underneath 
the coaches.

AT 
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CAMPAIGN 


IN RUSSIA 


By Our MILITARY CORRESPONDENT. 


HE present war situation presents 
I us with a sultable opportunity 
for stock-taking on the Russian 
front, And the first thing to grasp 
is that the German offensive has now 
been in progress for well over two 
months; for the attack of May 8th 
at Kertch was a component part of it, 
quite as much as the occupation of 
Voroshilovgrad. We can say that 
another three months’ fighting is 
certain; but that much beyond that 
is improbable. Napoleon began his 
retreat from Moscow on October 19th. 
We might, perhaps, put it thus: 
Unless a real decision appears clearly 
in view, the German High Command 
is tnlikely to continue serious offensive 
moves after the end of October. 
Accordingly, if we wish to examine 
the possibility of a Russian collapse 
within the next three months, it is 
desirable to estimate gains and losses 
during the pas two. Russian 
admissions of !osses to date ure: 
399.000 men; 1,905 guns; 940 tanks; 
1,354 aeroplanes. German claims under 
all heads are far higher than these 
figures, and have heen expressly denied 
by their adversaries, And. indeed, it 
seems fairly certain that this year the 
Germans have captured relatively far 
fewer prisoners than last year; the 
Russians are meeting the encirclement 
attempts more skilfully, it would 
appear. The Russians claim to have 
inllicted about double casualties on the 
Axis: but it is hard to see how they 
base this contention—although Sebasto- 
pol probably saw something like that 
in the immediate sector of the fortress. 


TWO FRONTS 


Strictly speaking,. it is no ‘longer 
correct to use the expression ‘‘ Russian 
front.” For the German advance east- 
ward into the great bend of the Don 
has for its natural consequence the 
formation of two fronts—one of which 
looks north-east towards tlhe Volga and 
the Urals and the other south-east 


towards the Caspian Sea and the 
Caucasus. For the momett we are 
not considering the Leningrad and 


Moscow sectors, where the position is 
largely unchanged. 

It is unlikely that the Bock group 
of armies—placed at 80 divisions, 
whereof 11 Panzers—is at all strong 
enough to pursue simultaneously offen- 
gives on both of these fronts; such a 
course would result in being weak 1n 
both theatres. It thus becomes a 
matter ™f interest to see which front ls 
more likely to be treated as the active 
one. In a general way, the balance 
of argument would seem to be in 
favour of selecting the southern, or 
Caucasian, dfrection, while holding a 
defensive flank along the northern 
limb of the Don salient. This, how- 
ever. could not be taken as definite 
and certain. For one thing, the bulk 
of the Russian forces must be on the 
other, or Volga side; and it is quite 
possible that these might be found so 
strong that they must continue to be 
fought for a long time yet. We see, 
for example, that Timoshenko is 
putting forth quite the strongest kind 
of effort still at Voronezh, an effort 
quite possible to reinforce further. 


AXIS SUCCESSES 


As regards immediate requirements, 
enough to cover the three months 
under contemplation—that is to say, 
each Russian front can, _— cer- 
tainly, be regarded as self-supporting. 
But it would be highly desirable for 
the two fronts to maintain tactical 
touch in front of Stalingrad at the 
bend of the Volga—some 250 miles up- 
stream from Astrakhan and 200 east 
of Voroshilovgrad. This particular 


1 problem is one that must be fully 
realised by the Russian generals, some 
of whom had to solve it in the Civil 
War of 1919-20. In those days Stalin- 
grad was known as Tsaritsyn, the 
name appearing on older maps. 

The Axis successes have been of a 
nature to give long-term results rather 
than immediate. Thus, all the 
Ukraine, both agricultural and indus- 
trial, is now lost to Russia—though not 
gained by the Axis. Again, the aero- 


Seas bhas deteriorated mar«ediy, 
although the Russians have naval 
superiority there in respect of ships— 
now only defensively, however. At the 
same time there is nothing decisive 
about all this—nothing at al! indicative 
of an impending Russian débdcle. But 
there is, obviously, a worsening of the 
Russian military position in general. 
In all the circumstances, it is in no 
way surprising that Russian spokesmen 
are growing insistent of late as to a 
‘second front. 


CASE OF FINLAND 


In this second front discussion it 
seems possible that a _ slight re- 
orientation of the heavy bomber effort 
could be tried with advantage by the 
Allies : the Danzig Lancaster raid was 
a poinicr. It was, of course, in due 
sequence of Lubeck and Rostock. 
Systematic attack on these Baltic ports 
—and on the North German trunk rail- 
ways—is a sure wavy of easing pressure 
on Russia. And it would seem possitle 
to conduct such an offensive in close 
co-operation with Russian submarine 
effort in the Baltic. From the Allied 
standpoint the heavy bombers afford 
the important advantage of an offensive 
without shipping space. Even so, there 
is always the possibility of shipping 
space being utilised nearby—in Norway 
and Finland. Just as Libya might 
have been used as a cdrain on Germany 
in the south, so Finland could be 
turned to account on the other flank. 
Finland must, unquestionably, be near 
the end of any unaided war-capacity. 
But, then, the Allies don’t seem to be 
quite clear as to who is fighting 


Finland !
